Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments with respect to amended 
claims 1 , 5 and 9 are nor persuasive. Applicant argued that Mabuchi only discloses directing lights reflected from the LCD panel 20 and 
the reflection sheet toward the display panel 22. Mabuchi does not disclose or suggest a match between the reflectance of the LCD panel 
20 and the reflection sheet 18; thus Mabuchi only discloses light reflected from an object, but does not disclose or suggest the reflectance 
of the object. The Examiner disagees since, as shown in Fig. 4, light L2 is a reflectance of the reflection sheet 18 and light L1 is a 
reflectance of the LCD 20, wherein the light L2 matches with the light L1 because they are both parallel and forwarded to the display 
panel 22 (col. 4, lines 48-58). Besides, "the reflectance of the object" is not recited in the claims and "a match between the reflectance of 
the LCD panel and the reflection sheet" of the claimed invention is not clearly defined. Therefore, the Examiner maintains the rejections of 
those claims. 
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
